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EDITORIAL ... 


ARE DISPENSATIONS DOOMED? 


Recently we heard a preacher make 
a statement something like this, “We 
all realize that Abraham lived in a 
different dispensation. That is, if we 
believe in dispensations . Pre- 
sumably it was his impression that 
there were people in his audience who 
had rejected dispensational interpre- 
tations so that any statement of dis- 
pensational relationships must be 
carefully qualified. It is certainly no 
secret that in some quarters today, 
dispensational truth is counted scarce- 
ly a worthy study. It well may be that 
our preacher's qualification was 
needed and that, in 1954, dispensa- 
tional truth is to be counted of no 
great consequence of Biblical inter- 
pretation and it would be better if it 
were minimized or wholly ignored. 

The emphasis upon the study of 
dispensations seems to have grown 
up within the first decade or so of 
the present century. It was granted 
tremendous emphasis with the appear- 
ance of the Scofield Bible in 1909, 
and with the appearance of the writ- 
ings of Clarence Larkin in 1918. To 
some measure the original dispensa- 
tional outlooks were a reaction against 
traditional prophetic and eschatolo- 
gical doctrines and _ dispensational 
truth was something of a back-to-the- 
Bible movement. The teachings of 
dispensationalism have outmoded al- 
most all of the prophetic and apocal-

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yptical interpretations of our great 
Bible commentators of the past gen- 
eration. This is so even though these 
traditional classics continue to be 
sold. But the question is, did dispen- 
sational truth react so violently that 
it in itself became an error just as the 
views that it sought to overthrow? 


At least some things appear quite 
certain. It is certain that until t h e 
time the Lord Jesus lived and died 
on earth and until He began His 
heavenly intercessory ministry, no one 
was saved, sanctified, baptized, and 
directed heaven-ward by simple 
faith in Him. And before Moses de- 
scended from Mt. Sinai carrying the 
two tables of the Law of God, it is 
likewise true that there never was an 
individual whose life was lived in 
utter conformity to those command- 
ments, precepts, and ordinances of 
the Lord. And who can deny that be- 
fore man fell in the garden of Eden, 
and obtained the knowledge of good 
and evil, there was no human who 
possessed the inward heart evidence 
of the will of God on matters of hu- 
man conduct? There was no grace 
before Calvary, no law before Sinai, 
and no conscience before the fall in 
the garden. 

By token of evidences in the past, 
sO we may survey the future. There 
can be no kingdom of Heaven on 
earth until the King of Heaven is on 
earth. There can be no kingdom of 
Heaven on earth until all of the king- 
dom citizens are brought back here 
to dwell. Conditions now are not 
what they are yet to be, and what 
they are yet to be is not to be the out- 
come of the here and now but the 
out-come of a total cataclysmic trans- 
formation wrought by the return of 
Jesus Christ. 

Perhaps there is valid objection 
against teaching Bible truth by means 
of a collection of weird and wonder- 
ful diagrams that reduce God and 
Christ, the angelic hosts, and redeem- 
ed man to mere pencil symbols upon 
a paper. Perhaps it is valid to object 
to dispensationalism when it becomes 
some kind of a dividing sword that 
severs the Bible and closes that por- 
tion of it to certain Christians. And 
perhaps we can get along without a 
burdensome list of terms (including 
the word dispensations itself) in an 
array of Greek and Hebrew originals 
that mean little even when we know 
them! 

But it is true according to the Word 
of God that His dealings may vary. 
They have done so historically and 
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they will be so in the future. The kind 
of dispensational truth teachings we 
need are those that in sincerity and 
simplicity expound the Word of God 
and make real His plan for mankind. 
God has a Gospel that is the way of 
salvation for today. We need the kind 
of teaching that proclaims that Gos- 
pel in all its apostolic simplicity. No 
dispensational truth can be doomed 
when it constitutes the simple illum- 
ination of the Spirit upon the message 
of the Word for contemporary man.

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On the outskirts of our little moun- 
tain village I recently met an inter- 
esting, if eccentric, character. For 
some years he had been a college 
professor until, becoming disillusion- 
ed with life, he had retired to a sim- 
ple life in the Sierras. Hoping to point 
him to the One who makes life worth 
living, I steered the conversation to- 
ward eternal truth. But seemingly in 
vain. As so often is true with men of 
higher education, he had neither con- 
fidence in the Bible nor concern for 
his soul. 


Such a situation is tragic, not only 
because his soul is worth the world 
and his talents would be an asset in 
the kingdom, but because such men 
are teaching an ever increasing stream 
of our Assembly of God youth. Sub- 
jecting them to such well trained 
minds and their Christless philoso- 
phies has too often proved fatal. After 
all, it isn’t enough for our Christ’s Am- 
bassadors to finish college merely 
with their salvation intact. For if the 
unrelenting search for proof deadens 
faith in the supernatural manifesta- 
tions of the Holy Spirit, something 
infinitely more valuable than natural 
learning has been lost. 

Yet there is obviously a place in 
God’s work for educated men. Moses, 
the prince in the court of Pharoah, 
and Saul, the Pharisee at the feet of 
Gamaliel, are outstanding examples. 
And in the words of a regenerated 
Saul there is helpful instruction for 
everyone who would face the coldness 
of worldly philosophy victoriously, 
“But the natural man receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God: for 
they are foolishness unto him: neither 
can he know them, because they are 
spiritually discerned.” 

Many have testified to penniless 
transients, thinking that these in their 
unfortunate predicament they might 
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be open for spiritual help. But dress- 
ed in dirty rags, without food or 
education the needy usually offer 
their pet theories. In fact, the lowest 
sometimes prove to be the most self- 
righteous. Such a condition could be 
humorous if it wasn’t so pathetic. But 
at least it is easy to relegate such 
man-made wisdom to the source that 
inspired it. 

Yet when such philosophy is en- 
countered in the corridors and class- 
rooms of our universities, the result 
is often different. Though dressed in 
more learned terms the ideas may be 
much the same. The academic atmos- 
phere and the professors degrees 
make an impression that may readily 
sink too deep. Gradually or rapidly, 
consciously or unconsciously, faith is 
worn away. 

But, according to Paul, “not the 
wisdom of this world nor of the 
princes of this world” should affect 
the Christain. If the teaching of the 
most brilliant psychologist, historian, 
or scientist does not harmonize with 
the wisdom of God as revealed in His 
Word, it is of no more value than the 
ideas of the beggar. 

That the mind of man, however 
gifted, is no authority on spiritual 
matters should be evident to any one 
acquainted with history. Greece was 
the land of culture. Her doctors, as- 
tronomers, sculptors, orators, and 
philosophers had won for that small 
and divided country an unequalled 
place in the civilized world. Even in 
defeat, Greece was victorious. Aspir- 
ing to the highest, Rome borrowed 
the culture of her defeated foe. The 
language of Greece was so well quali- 
fied to express Divine truth that God

chose to use it for His revelation to 
man. Yet when it came to religion, 
Greece’s brilliance was to no avail. 
All of her intellectuals had failed to 


guide her from the blackness of poly- 
theism, and on Mar’s Hill in Athens, 
Paul found a monument to the futil- 
ity of man’s wisdom in his search for 
God. 

In these twenty centuries of ma- 
terial progress man in some respects 
has surpassed the ancient Greeks. But 
in his search for the meaning of life 
apart from God he is still in darkness. 

As our young people enter college 
we can be grateful that they are be- 
ing prepared to enter the professions 
which for too long have had little or 
no Pentecostal witness. Certainly the 
professional world needs such a spirit- 
filled testimony. But at the same time, 
Christian youth must be prepared for 
“the fiery darts” of unbelief. 

At times the spiritual ignorance of 
professors will speak for itself such as 
the history teacher who thought the 
beggar and the brother of Mary and 
Martha were the same Lazarus, and 
the philosophy teacher who claimed 
Moses borrowed his ideas from a 
Greek who lived nearly a thousand 
years later, But too often the insid- 
ious remarks of the professor comes 
from one well-versed in the Bible as 
well as natural philosophy. 

Against such, as pastors and par- 
ents we must prepare our young peo- 
ple. We can in a large measure by 
indelibly engraving this simple truth 
on their minds: that in matters of re- 
ligion, the Bible preached by Spirit- 
filled men, is the highest criterion. 
With this awarness our Christ’s Am- 
bassadors can enjoy the benefits of 
higher education and yet not allow 
the enemy of our souls admission in- 
to the sacred sanctuary of their faith. 
Though this faith may conflict with 
that of their professors, it is sound, 
for it is the wisdom of God! 
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Increasing Church 
Attendance

In the matter of increasing church 
attendance, I do not pose as an in- 
fallible and final authority. I, too, am 
looking for ideas. But I am aware of 
certain guiding principles that I be- 
lieve always are and will be sound 
and workable. It is by them that I 
shall be guided in what I am here to 
present. 

There is a difference between an 
audience and a congregation. An ag- 
gregation of people called an audience 
is one thing; a congregation that has 
been persistently built up is some- 
thing else. But I take for granted that 
all serious minded Christian workers 
are interested in something that is 
lasting and permanent. We are all 
concerned with building congrega- 
tions, not mere audiences. 

The subject at hand involves at- 
. tendance upon all the functions of 
the church, not merely the mass meet- 
ings of Sunday morning and Sunday 
night. It is possible that attendance 
could be satisfactory in the mass 
meeting, but very poor in such de- 
partments as: Sunday School, Youth, 
or Women’s Missionary Council. All 
of us are interested in building the 
entire church. 


PUBLICITY 


Publicity is absolutely necessary. 
It is Biblical to publish the glad tid- 
ings and we are charged to get the 
word out. Church activities must be 
publicized. Admittedly it is a big job 
and a constant challenge to keep the 
work before the public. But we can- 
not expect the people to come to us 
if they never have information about 
our work. 

It is bad taste for the church of 
Jesus Christ to engage in a commer- 
cial type of advertising like a cut rate 
supermarket. Most commercial in- 
stitutions operate competively; our 
‘churches do not. While I am primarily 
concerned with my own church and 
my own program, I must keep in mind 
the fact that there are other churches 
in the community who conduct sound 
programs, who love God, who are 
preaching the Gospel and who have 
as much right in the community as I. 
The most of them are as necessary to 
the community's welfare as my 
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church. Our advertising must not be 
done competitively; there should be 
no implication that others are not 
preaching the Gospel. 

If a church advertises that there 
will be prayer for the sick on a certain 
Sunday night, that surely is no 
grounds for another church to adver- 
tise that they pray for the sick every 
Sunday night. If a minister advertises 
that he preaches the simple Gospel, 
another may not rightly claim that he 
preaches an exclusive revelation that 
God gave to him alone.

Fellow Christians, a certain sort 
of crowd may be attracted with that 
kind of stuff. But if this is the sort 
of crowd we want, they will leave us 
as readily as they came tous. They 
are only an audience; what we want 
is a congregation. 

PUBLIC RELATIONS 

Publicity is one thing, but public 
relations is quite different. A crim- 
inal may receive all manner of pub- 
licity, but it is unlikely that he will 
enjoy desirable public relations! It is 
indeed a good thing for a minister to 
establish a good name and to sustain 
wholesome public relations in his re- 
spective field of service. 

There are at least two types of min- 


istry which achieve poor public re- 
lations. One of them is that type 
which is constantly offending the 
community by word or deed, The 
other type is that timid, do-nothing 
sort which always straddles the fence, 
never takes a stand and has no posi- 
tive convictions about anything. Let 
preachers and churches stand for 
what is right, be tolerant and mag- 
nanimous, pay their bills, be square, 
shoot straight and be willing to give 
others the benefit of the doubt. 


DISCARD OUTWORN CUSTOMS 


In a day gone by it was the proper 
thing in certain localities to have 
church at 11:00 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, Sunday school in mid-afternoon, 
and church in the evening. John Wes- 
ley used to have one of his most pop- 
ular meetings at 5 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and great crowds attended it. It 
is doubtful that such schedules would 
work in a modern American city. In 
this day every church should under- 
stand its own situation, needs. and 
problems, for every locality is a little 
different from the other. 

Let us not be afraid to venture and 
to do something new and different. 
Let us be willing to discard the cus- 
toms that are outworn. What we pro- 
pose may be the most unthought of 
thing in the world by the people 
around us, but most progress has been 
made when somebody dared to do 
the os that nobody else would dare 
to do. 


GOOD ORGANIZATION 


Responsibility should be distribut- 
ed; the people should know they are 
a part, and that the success of the 
work depends upon them. There must 
be routine, and everything in the 
function of the work should dovetail. 
All the cogs in the machine should fit 
together properly. There must be sys- 
tem and order such as God maintains 
in His vast universe, so that all is in- 
tegrated into one grand whole and not 
into one grand mess! - 

Of course organization is only a 
means to an end. It cannot be relied 
upon to do the work of power and 
grace that a congregation needs and 
that God alone can do. Human or- 
ganization is powerful but it cannot 
do the work of the Spirit. 

Churches should be built in such a 
way that they will stand after the 
present preacher is gone. One of the 
greatest compliments that could be 
given a minister is that his work will 
thrive when he is not longer: there. 
Such an ideal may not appeal.to the 
vain glorious, but it is the right:ideal 
for building a church. The church of 
Jesus Christ is still bigger and more 
important than any one personality 
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no matter how unusual. Leaders have 
succumbed to the temptation of the 
flesh when they build around them- 
selves. 


CLEAR OBJECTIVES 


People ought to understand clearly 
their objectives in church attendance. 
The church service certainly is not a 
circus where people are to be enter- 
tained. To be there is both a privilege 
and a duty. The Psalmist said, “I had 
rather be a door keeper in the house 
of my God than to dwell in the tents 
of wickedness.” Such should be our 
sentiment regardless of whom the 
preacher might be. 

Judge M. G. Woodard, of the Su- 
preme Court of San Joaquin County, 
California asked the question: “W hy 
do I attend church regularly?” He 
answered: “Primarily I do it to wor- 
ship and to seek spiritual inspiration 
and guidance in my daily life. I can- 
not be well rounded and entirely hap- 
py if I overlook or neglect permanent 
values. I also attend church in public 
attestation of my firm conviction that 
the institution is today of supreme im- 
portance. I believe in the lasting satis- 
factions that come from personal de- 
votion to the mission of the church. 
I must translate my beliefs into... 
active co-operation. This necessitates, 
for me at least, regular church atten- 
dance.” 


WELL BALANCED CHURCH PROGRAM 


Except for such enterprises as res- 
cue missions, the two-fold mission of 
the church is the evangelizing of the 
lost and the edification of the saints. 
To do a thorough job attention must 
be given to youth work, women’s 
work, men’s work, missions, music, 
social life, worship and teaching. It 
is not possible to build something 
that is solid and lasting unless there 
is a well balanced program. The 
church loses its vitality and is not 
likely to grow if it fails to maintain 
such a program. 

THE PUBLIC SERVICE 


The public service must be spirit- 
ual, attractive and sensible. A young 
family man, whom I consider one of 
the most ideal Christians I know, 
recently moved away from our city 
to another part of the country. He had 
grown up in a very fine church and 
had a splendid background in Christ- 
ian culture. In his search for a church 
home he went one Sunday night to 
an old, reputable, Pentecostal assem- 
bly. When he and his family entered 
scarcely anyone was there and the 
place looked gloomy and dark. Ten 
minutes after the announced time for 
service, the preacher, who had been 
mixing with the people about the 
building, walked to the platform and 
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said, “Well, I guess it’s about time 
we started the service. Let everyone 
stand and praise the Lord.” My friend 
was so shocked with the weakness of 
the whole situation that he reached 
over to his wife, asked her to get the 
children, and left the building at once. 

Punctuality in the public service is 
tremendously important. The lives of 
the people who attend our services 
are governed by the clock these days. 
We can pay attention to the clock 
and still give room for the Spirit to 
work. 


Slovenliness or pointlessness does 
not help the Spirit’s operations. But, 
of course, what pertains to the public 
service where it is rude or discourt- 
eous to leave is not true of the after 
prayer service. There the prayer war- 
riors may stay until daylight if they 
wish!

SPECIAL ATTRACTIONS 


While it is true that the novel and 
the unusual have their place, yet this 
place must not be unduly emphasized. 
Certainly e-outlaws, religious enter- 
tainers and the sensational have been 
used under certain circumstances for 
the upbuilding of the Kingdom. But 
it is my conviction that nothing in all 
the world can thrill people like the 
power of the Gospel of Christ and the 
ministry of the Holy Spirit. If the 
church wants to build for the future 
and for eternity, it is better to build 
on the foundation of God’s holy Word, 
the ministry of the Holy Ghost, and 
the united ministry of the whole as- 
sembly. 


THE PREACHER 


It is an obvious fact that the 
preacher must have a ministry. No 
one is more important in the building 
of the attendance of the church than 
the minister. The whole program is 
built around his life, influence and 
work; but he must have a ministry 
and he must belong in the ministry. 
If this is not his field and he must 
constantly force himself where he 
does not belong, he cannot be effec- 
tive. He should seek God and find his 
place, and in this find happiness and 
usefulness. 


THE QUALITY OF OUR CHRISTIANITY 


The people in our churches must 
set a good example and make the 
Christian life wholesome and attrac- 
tive. People of other communions 
know very little about Pentecost and 
the baptism in the Holy Spirit, but 
they have an appreciation of good 
morals and right living. If our people 
indulge in sordid and loose living, the 
size of our congregations cannot in- 
crease. Our Christians must be steady, 
loyal and consistent. They must pay 
their bills, be industrious, live good 
lives and be devoted to Jesus Christ. 

People will never cast in their lot 
with us unless we are respected. The 
antichristian world may not love us, 
but they should be compelled by the 
consistent quality of our Christianity 
to respect us. 


CONCLUSION 


Let us have in our services a spirit- 
ual temper and tone which really does 
something for the people and that 
comes from Almighty God and the 
ministry of the Holy Ghost. Let us re- 
fuse the temptation to get a crowd a 
single time, through some mere car- 
nal means. No church wants a crowd 
at any cost. Every church wants to 
build, however, and blessed be God, 
every church can build; but the clean, 
pure way is the best way and, in fact, 
the only method that is permanent.

The Missionary Secretary Comments: 


As a general rule, lengthy reports 
with column upon column of statistics 
can be very dull and uninteresting. 
However, just this week the final and 
complete report of total missionary 
giving of the entire district reached 
my office from our Foreign Missions 
Department in Springfield. This re- 
port should capture the interest and 
attention of every Pastor, official and 
church member of each assembly in 
our District. It is quite comprehensive 
and includes all missionary contribu- 
tions sent by your local church 
through our National Headquarters 
as well as all contributions made to 
Speed the Light, National Home Mis- 
sions, Women’s Missionary Council, 
Radio, Servicemen’s and Benevolence. 

Unfortunately, for purposes of pub- 
lication, it is impossible to present in 
entirety this lengthy document. Here, 
by way of analysis, are a few very 
interesting items. 

The first is rather embarrassing — 
for, based on the figures submitted 
to us by Springfield prior to our Dis- 
trict Council at Sacramento, Pastor 
Robert Carrington on behalf of the 
Turlock Assembly was presented with 
both award plaques. At that time Tur- 
lock was credited with both first place 
in total giving and first place in per 
capita giving. 

The corrected figures now released 
show a slightly different picture. Tur- 
lock, with a total of $16,730.59 is still 
very definitely the leading church in 
the Northern California-Nevada giv- 
ing. A grand accomplishment! How- 
ever, the new report shows that first 
place in per capita giving rightfully 
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belongs to Bethany Chapel in Oak- 
land. Belated congratulations to you 
Bethany Chapel! 

Our per capita winner is shepherd- 
ed by the Hitchcock sisters and it is 
a self-sacrificing and wholly mission- 
ary-conscious little group. Surely it 
deserves our recognition and apprecia- 
tion. Though few in number, the peo- 
ple of Bethany gave a total of 
$1,302.89, which in itself is remark- 
able. Their per capita giving amount- 
ed to $81.34 per member. 

May God richly bless these two fine 
churches, one large, one small; but 
both strong in missionary fevor and 
spirit. And both are led by pastors 


with a comprehensive, world wide 
vision. 

Another look at the figures shows 
that our combined total giving for last

year was $174,438.00. This is a re- 
markable figure that should cause 
every missionary-minded Christian to 
rejoice! It is the opinion of your Dis- 
trict Missionary Secretary that very 
few of our constituency, either minis- 
ters or laymen, actually are aware of 
the magnitude of our District mission- 
ary program. Did you know that we 
have quite a “missionary society” of 
our own, with 68 missionaries in 26 
countries and an annual budget as I 
have already mentioned of 174,000. 
This is by no means a small operation. 

Surprisingly though, there is a dis- 
appointing side to this annual report. 
Though hard to understand there is 
the bleak fact that 22 assemblies gave 
absolutely nothing to Foreign Mis- 
sions last year. Eighty-nine assemblies 
gave less than $100.00 during the past 
year. 

Special tribute should be paid the 
32 churches that gave over $1000.00 
each and, contrary to what one might 
expect, they are not all strong, large 
groups. 

A careful examination of the figures 
shows that many assemblies are far 
below their potential in missionary ac- 
tion. Perhaps this is the time for us 
to re-appraise and re-evaluate the 
need for continued missionary em- 
phasis in our fellowship. This is the 
fortieth year of our movement's ex- 
istence. It is interesting to note that 
one of the motivating factors that 
brought the Assemblies of God into 
existence forty years ago was the mis-

Reverend Jack McAlister is the Director 
of an interdenominational organization 
known as the World Literature Crusade. 


Six thousand converts baptized in 
water in one service! Did this happen 
an the U: S. A.? Yes, last year, the 
summer of 1953! What is the secret 


of the amazing success of this Je- 
hovah Witness Organization? They 
have no famous preachers (such as 
the Evangelicals have — Billy Gra- 
ham, C. M. Ward, or Oral Roberts). 
They have no large or _ beautiful 
churches. BUT THEY HAVE DIS- 
COVERED THE POWER OF THE 
PRINTED PAGE. Last year they 
printed over 8 million pounds of their 
literature on the largest privately 
operated printing press in the world 
— Brooklyn, New York. C. A.’s think 
of it: 4,000 tons of literature! 

But thank the Lord, the Assemblies 
of God Youth Dept. now has a liter- 
ature program. How wonderful! For 
years C. A.’s have believed the Acts 
2:4 experience; now they are using it 
in their Acts 1:8 experience. We have 
had the message in the past, but we 
haven't reached the masses. We have 
the message NOW and were going 
to reach the masses NOW. 

One of the key secrets of the amaz- 
ing spread of Communism has been 
their constant use of the pocket 
pamphlet.

May the Assemblies of God, 
through the channel of the one-8 pro- 
gram, truly capitalize upon the power 
of the pamphlet and the tract. If be- 
lievers in cults can do it for uncertain 
motives, how much more can we 
when energized by the power of God!

115 Northern California and Ne- 
vada delegates traveled over 252,000 
miles to attend the 11th National Sun- 
day School Convention in St. Louis, 
Missouri. Having the largest number 
of total miles traveled of any district 
delegation, we were able to bring the 
attendance banner back to Northern 
California and Nevada for the first 
time since 1948 Bethel Temple in 
Sacramento won the church trophy 
for the largest church delegation, with 
32 delegates. The First Assembly of 
God in Vallejo was in second place 
for church delegations with 16 dele- 
gates. 


Approximately 11,000 people at- 
tended the convention, with well over 
9,000 delegates registered. This was 
an all time record for attendance at 
a Sunday School Convention, making 
the Assemblies of God Sunday School 
Convention the world’s largest.

Fate of Communists" 

The Sunday Times of London pass- 
es along the figures from the book, 
What Happens to Communists: 

Nine of 11 Russian Cabinet minis- 
ters who held office in 1936 have been 
shot. Five out of seven presidents of 
the last Central Executive Commit- 
tee, likewise, Forty-three of the 53 
secretaries of the Communist Party 
Central Organization have been ex- 
ecuted. Fifteen of 27 top Communists 
who drafted the 1936 constitution met 
the firing squad. Seventy out of 80 
members of the Soviet War Council: 
executed. Since 1917, three out of 
every five marshals of the Soviet 
Army have been shot as spies or trait- 
ors. All members of Lenin’s first 
Politburo, excepting only Joseph Stal- 
in, were executed.

Kyodo News Agency quoted a Jap- 
anese scientist as saying Russia was 
reported producing a “nitrogen” bomb 
so dangerous that 30 of them set off 
at once would annihilate the entire 
human race. 
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Narcotics Increase 

Walter R. Creighton, chief of the 
State bureau of narcotics enforcement 
has reported to the governor that pre- 
liminary statistics for 1953 indicate a 
16 per cent increase in juvenile nar- 
cotics arrests. 
Depression Hits Communist 
Empire 

The U. S. News reports that a great 
depression has the Communist Em- 
pire in its grips. People by the million 
are going hungry. Even the bare 
necessities of life are lacking, except 
for a favored few. Agriculture all 
through the Russian Empire is in 
deep trouble. There is a severe fam- 
ine in China. People throughout t he 
communist empire are ill nourished,
